Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the 
marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
Liny person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to Relax : — Where the Central Government is 
of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

7. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reser- 
vations and other concessions required to be provided for 
the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

Piovided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mairiage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any per- 
son from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to lelax Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessaiy or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing relax 
any of the provsions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

8. Saving Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes.

G.S.R. 315, — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 27 of the Khudi and Village Industries Commission,

1. Short title and commencement, — (1) These regulations 
may be called the Khudi and Village Industries Commission 
(House Building Advances) Regulations, 1977. 

(2) The shall come into force on the dale of their publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.— In these regulations, unless the context other- 
wise requires 

(a) “Chief Executive Officer" means the Chief Executive 
Officer appointed by the Commission under rule 8 
of the Khadi and Village Industries Commhsion 
Rules, 1957. 

(b) “Commission" means the Khadi and Village Indus- 
tries Commission established and constituted under 


section 4 of the Khadi and Village Industries Com- 
mission Act, 1956 (61 of 1956), 

(c) “employee" means any person appointed to any post 
under the Commission, except the following cate- 
gories of employees, namely: — 

(i) employees on daily wages ; 

(ii) Government servants and employees of other bodies 
and institutions who are on deputation to the 
Commission. 

(iii) employees whose terms of employment are gov- 
erned by spectaf contracts. 

3. Terms and conditions governing the grant of advances. — 
The terms and conditions of advances laid down in the rules 
applicable foi the time being to the Central Government Ser- 
vants in respect of grant of advances for construction /pur- 
chase of houses/flats shall be applicable to the employees 
of the Commission, subject to the following modification, 
namely : — 

(i) the references to “Cenlial Government" and "Sanc- 
tioning authority" in the said rules shall be cons- 
trued as reference to “Commission" and “Chief 
Executive Officer" respectively ; 

( ii ) the employee shall be cither a permanent servant 
in the Commission or should have put in at feast 
ten years of continuous service in the Commission 
and the sanctioning authority is satisfied that he is 
likely to continue m the service of the Commission 
till the house /flat for which advance is sanctioned, 
is built or acquired and the same is duly mortgaged 
in favour of the Commission. 

4 Interpretation. — If any question arises as to the inter- 
pretation of the regulations, it shall be referred to the Cen- 
tra) Government which shall decide the same.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

An anomaly has come to notice where a permanent Hindi 
Assistant who is at present holding the post of Hindi Officer 
on an ad hoc basis in the scale of Rs. 650 — 1200, on rever- 
sion, cannot be considered for appointment to the post of 
Senior Hindi Translator (Pay scale : Rs, 550 — 800). Persons 
junior to him working as Hindi Assistant on ad hoc basia 
were appointed to the posts of Junior Hindi Translators and 
also subsequently promoted as Senior Hindi Translators. In 
order to rectify this anomaly it is considered necessary to 
amend the recruitment rules retrospectively. It is certified 
that the interests of no serving employee in the Department 
of Food would be prejudicially affected by the retrospective 
effect given to the notification,
